Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 19.—The position of Sir 
Robert Hamilton causes much discussion 
among politicians. There is as yet no con- 
firmation of the rumorof his supercession, 
but the Times says: ‘‘In our opinion the 
Government ought to have taken this step 
when they came into office.’’ The Daily News 
declines to creditacharge of so serious a 
character, and adds: It would be a singular 
characteristic appropriate to the introduction 
ot such asystem by the Tories. They have 
always denounced the Radicals for wanting to 
Americanize our institutions. One American 
institution, of which all sensible, patriotic 
Americans wish to get rid, is that known as 
spoils to the victors.’’ 

THE SOCIALISTS. 

The Socialists have made most elaborate 
preparations for the mass-imeeting in 
Trafalgar square Sunday. Speeches are to be 
delivered from five platforms simultaneously. 
All the leaders of the different sections of 
the Socialists will be present, including Wm. 
Morris. The preparations include the organ- 
ization of different processions after the meet- 
ing and marching back again to the points 
from which they started. The precautions of 
the authorities are on even a more ludicrous 
scale than before. The police, of course, will 
be outin fullforee. No fewer than five bat- 
talions of the Guards will be held in readi- 
ness, with full supplies of ammunition. The 
cavalry of the Household Brigade have also 
been warned that their services may be re- 
quired for the free time in many years. Ar- 
tillery will be kept ready for immediate use. 
Two guns of the Royal Horse Artillery will 
positively be located near Charing Cross, fully 
equipped for action. These facts are an- 
nounced on whatappears to be official author- 
ity. It would otherwise be impossible to believe 
anything so preposterous. It may be re- 
garded ascertain that there will be no dis- 
order. The Socialist deputation appointed to 
wait on Salisbury will be allowed to proceed 
to his house, but no crowd willbe permitted 
to accompany it. 

A POSTAL FIGHT. 

The Post-office on one hand, and the Cunard 
and White Star Steamship Companies on the 
other, are at last at loggerheads. The con- 
tract between the two parties expires Decem- 
ber 1, after which no new agreement has been 
negotiated. The Posmaster-General has de- 
termined to follow the American plan, giving 
the mails to the fastest ship ready at the time, 
while the two companies insist that this sys- 
tem is only possible for the United States Post- 
office, because European ships homeward 
bound are willing to take mails back at al- 
most any price, the charge constituting a sort 
of return fare. As the matter stands at pres- 
ent, after the 30th inst,, the Cunard and 
White Star fleet will cease to call at Queens- 
town, and so will no longer be available for 
carrying the mails to New York.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, November 19. [Copyright, 1886.)—

THE BULGARIAN AND EASTERN ROUMELIAN 
UNION. 

BUDA-PESTH, November 19.—It is stated here 
that Austria, England and Germany have pro- 
posed that before a successor to Prince Alex- 
ander on the Bulgarian throne be elected, the 
union between Bulgaria and Eastern Roume- 
lia shall be adjusted on a permanent basis. It 
is said that Russia has objected to the pro- 


posal, 
COUNT KALNOCKY’S SPEECH. 

Count Kalnocky, Imperial Minister for For- 
eign Affairs, in closing the debate on the 
budget yesterday, before the committee of 
the Austrian delegation, referred again at 
length to the Bulgarian question. He said the 
ay — Government’s policy was to uphold, 
as long as possible, the Berlin Treaty as the 
legal basis for the conduct of affairs 
in the Balkan States, and the basis. on which 

eace was to be preserved. This policy would 

© pursued in order to enable the Balkan 
States, which the treaty created, to become 
independent. This policy, Count Kalnocky 
continued, had so far succeeded that Russia 
also favored now the maintenance of the status 
quo and the preservation of the peace in the 
Balkan regions. Bulgaria herself had been 
the first to be guilty of an infraction of the 
principle of the Berlin Treaty. This was 
when she aided and shared in the Roumelian 
Revolution in 1885. Count Kalnocky said he 
did not wish to reproach Bulgaria; he merely 
alluded to the historical fact. If Austria 
maintained the Berlin Treaty, it should not be 
difficult for the other Powers to also do 80. 

RUSSIA’S INFLUENCE. 

He admitted that Russia was more favorably 
situated with respect to exercising greater in 
fluence with the people of the different Balkan 
States, than was either Austria or Hungary. 
Austria and Hungary, however, did nothing 
in the direction of extending their influence 
among the Balkan peoples, which 
not emanante from the imperial government. 
Cousuls could not multiply Austria's relations 
to a foreign country. nor found Austrian popu- 
larity in a foreign country. He regretted that 
such asmall number of Austrians traveled in 
Bulgaria compared tothe number of persons 
belonging to other nationalities who visited 
that country, and urged that steps should 
be at once taken to increase activity 
in Austria’s industrial and commercial rela- 
tions with the Bulgarians. There was another 
reason why Austria should adhere to the 
policy he had enunciated. The very certainty 
that the settlement of the Bulgarian question 
would not involve, by any means, a settle- 
ment of the whole question, afforded 
the strongest incentive to Austriato proceed 
with all possible patience and to 
husband her resources. He hoped the com- 
mittee would agree with him, that before all 
else a peaceful settlement of the present issue 
should be sought. He recognized the fact that 
the Bulgarians had an aptitude for forming a 
state, but he thought that Austria had a 
right to utter a warning against too great op- 
timism. He admitted that the union of 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia did not con- 
flict with either Austrian or European inter- 
ests, but pointed out that Austria did not 
possess the sole right to speak regarding Bul- 
garia’s and Roumelia’s rights to carrying out 
this union. The conduct of the Bulgarians 
since independence had been accorded them 
warranted the conclusion that they would al- 
ways step forward to maintain and Becure that 
independence.

Ignorant of His Own Name Until He Finds 


His Brothers are Named Dunlap.

This is the revival, as well as tho culmi- 
nation of a very romantic story. Mr. 
— who was Ray's father, died be- 
fore e was born, in Bedford coun- 


ty. and some months afterward, when he 


was but 11 months old, his mother died 
also, leaving three boys, himself and two 
older brothers, Harry and C, E. Dunlap, 
which was his father’s name. This “hap- 
pened in 1849,and in the same year a mar- 
ried man who had no children, Mr. R. S. 
Ray, 22 to Mr. Birdine,Duulap’s rela- 
tives, for permission to adopt him, which 
he gave, and he was brought up under 
the name of Ray. 

His adopted father moved away from 
his family home, living part of the time 
in Pittsburg,and he and his wife raised 
the boy as their own son, and as he never 
heard from his brothers nor knew of their 
existence, he grew up under the belief 
that his adopted father and mother were 
his real parents.

~ LACKS MOVEMENT. 


THE DRAMATIZATION OF HOWELLS’ BOOK 
8 “a FOREGONE CONCLUSION.” 


A Four-Act Synopsis of the Novel Presented 
atthe Madison Square Theater—The Ex- 

= cellent Story Poorly Adapted for the Stage 
—Good Acting Saves the Play. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCT. 

NEW YORK, November 19.—In its original 
form, the story of ‘‘A Foregone Conclusion,’’ 
written by that distinguished novelist, Mr. 
W. D. Howells, has been widely circulated 
and it has given pleasure to hundreds of read- 
ers. The novel has been accepted as a suc- 
cess, and certainly it deserves the public fa- 
vor that has been bestowed upon it. Yesterday 
afternoon at the Madison Square Theater a 
synopsis of this book was presented in the 
likeness ofa play, and this was viewed with 
attention and received with kindness by a 
considerable company of spectators, largely 
composed of literary people and members of 


the stage. This composition is com- 
prised in four acts and it implicates 
nine persons, one of whom does not 


speak at all, and only three of whom are 
possessed of appreciable dramatic identity. 
Three set scenes are required for the frame of 
the work and these are composed with some- 
what overscrupulous exactitude—on Frank- 
lin’s principle of having ‘‘place for everything 
and everything in its place’’—yet were fash- 
ioned of fine materials, disposed so as to pro- 
duce a pleasing pictorial effect. There are 
two or three striking points in the piece and 
there is one dramatic situation in it, the 
situation namely which occurs at the end of 
act fourth; but as a whole the play fails short 
of doing justice to the essential merit of the 
book on which it isfounded. It is uttering a 
truism to say that a drama—since, in the 
nature of things, a drama must 
be made first for the eye and 
only secondly for the ear—sbould, 
above all else, possess movement. A Fore- 
gone Conclusion“ possessed no movement at 
all. The persons concerned in it appear, and 


converse and disappear, but they do nothing 
whatever, and when their colloquies are 
ended, the residuum is a picture of several in- 
dividuals, standing in certain explanatory re 
lations to each other, and that is all. In other 
words it is a picture of still life and not of life 
in action. For this reason it is not a play. 
THE STORY. 

The ‘‘circumscription and confine’’ of a 
young man who has almost by accident be- 
come a priest of the Roman Catholic Church 
but who has fallen in love with a woman and 
— therefore, discontented with his lot and 
wishtul to change it, can no doubt be made 
tributary to genuine and powerful dramatic 
results. Such books, for instance as Charles 
Reade’s ‘*Griffith Gaunt,’’ and ‘‘The Cloister 
and the Hearth,’’ or Bulwer's ‘‘Devereaux,’’ 
or Seott’s Reg Gauntiet,’’ would perhaps 
furnish apposite illustrations. In this in- 
at dist however, the author has sto 
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hear two or three times something which he 
has already heard once, and one hearing 


of which was quite enough. Very 
strangely, too, this writer seems to 
have taken no account at all of 


an element which in dramatic writing is ex- 
tremely essential and upon which a theatrical 
audience invariably insists—the element of in- 
tuition. The only dramatic situation in the 
piece—the situation at the end of act fourth— 
displays the undeclared lover at the moment 
when he beholds the lady of his love occu- 
pied in

upon the brow of the young priest, who has 
declared his passion and received his dismis- 
sal. Thisisa telling situation, but the whole 
prelude to it, and, therefore, the structure it- 
self, depends upon a fallacy. Whena man 
loves a woman, whether he be priest or coal- 
heaver, she always knows it; and, further- 
more, when a man loves a woman his intui- 
tion is unerring with respect to the feel- 
ings of another man who loves her 
also. In A Foregone Conclusion!“ two 
men love the same woman,and they are shown 
in intimate friendly relations with each other, 
yet it is comprehensively assumed that the 
woman knows nothing abouttheir feelings 
until she is specifically informed that they 
love her, and that these rivals are in utter 
ignorance of each other’s passion. Sucha 
state of things is impossible in nature, how- 
ever frequent and useful it may happen to be 
in fiction. Actfirst of ‘‘A Furegone Conclu- 
sion’’ shows how a young priest in Venice 
was introduced into an American household 
asa teacher of Italian to a yonng lady with 
whom he immediately falls in love. Act sec- 
ond shows how this unfortunate youth told 
the giri that he did not wish to remain, and 


how thereupon she advised him to quit 
the ecclesiastical bonds. Act third 
presents the priest as Stating his 


complaint to his friend and rival, the Ameri- 
can Consul, who declines to console him. Act 
fourth relates to the priest’s declaration ot 
love; the young lady's amazement and con- 
trition open hearing this avowal, and the en- 
amoured Consul’s inopportune viewing of the 
sisterly kiss which terminates the interview. 
In act fifth the priest is sufficiently conva- 
lescent from brain fever to tell over again a 
considerable part of the story of his unhapp 
experience, to join the hands of the Consul 444 
the lady and to bless them with his latest 
breath. In a word, this is a very pretty, softly 
sentimental exposition of avery hard case in 
the course of true love. 

The first act should be condensed, and Mrs. 
Vervain’s scene at the end of the fourth act is 
superfluous. The character of Ferris, tame 
from the first, dribbles to positive inanity 
attheend. This play is, of course,

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A TOUR OF INQUIRY. 


Two English Experts Examining the Amer- 
ican Oil-Storage Regulations. 


Col. Majendie and Boverton Redwood of 
England are at the Southern. The first was 
formerly of the Royal Artillery, but is now 
Her Majesty’s principal inspector of ex- 
plosives. He is an expert onthe subject of 
explosives and is in this country on busi- 
ness connected with his office. Mr. Redwood 


is distinguished by the degrees F. C. S. and 
F. C.; he is also Secretary ot the Petroleum 
Association of England and resides at & 
Grace Church street, London. ‘‘We are 
here, said Mr. Redwood, to inquire into 
the means and reguiations for storing petro- 
leum and kerosene in this country. The Gov- 
ernment is thinking of bringing in a bill regu- 
lating the storage ef explesive oils in the 
interests of public safety. We were 
on the Continent—in France, Germany, 
Holland and Belgium—in that same work 
and reported briefly. We have come tothis 
country because itis the chief source of our 
oil supply—because it is really the birth-place 
of the oil business, and the country in which 
there is more oil handled than anywhere else 
inthe world. England gets nine-tenths of its 
kerosene from the Uaited States.’’ 

Does not Russia supply a portion of the 
oll used in England?“ 

Very little of it. Until about two years 
ago there was no Russian oil in our market, 
and the United States stiil supplies the 
greater part. It is taken over in 
barréls on special ships. There is no crude 
petroleum imported into England; it is all re- 
fined on this side. 

Has no oil been found in the coal fields of 
England?“ 

Small springs that have not amounted to 
much. The late James Young, who founded 


the industry of distilling petroleum from 


shale in Scotland, discevered a petroleum 


spring in a coal mine, and when that ex- 
hausted itself he hit upon the idea of distilling 
shale. That was in 1857, I think. Before the oil 
strikes in Pennsylvania there were a number of 
firms in this country distilling troleum 
from shale, I think, under Young’s patent. 
But the spouting oil wells ‘spoiled their busi- 
ness, for the distilling process is slow and 
comparatively expensive. produci only 
crude petroleum, which, like that which flows 
from the well, must be refined before it is 
marketable. The industry cannot live in Scot- 
land, where, in addition to the cost of pro- 
ducing the oil that comes from the wells. it is 
burdened with carrying charges that handicap 
it in comparison with the distilled ol. 

Has natural gas ever been found in En- 
oe 

Not in great quantity. There has 
enough found to give the minin 4 
idea of what it is, and that is about all. The 
gevlogical formation of England is not similar 
to those sections in which gas has been found 
in this country.’’ 

‘*Geologists in this country said natural gas 
would not be found anywhere in this count 
outside the 88 district, yet it has 
been found within s en miles of St. Louis. 

Les, but those geologists had not the bene- 
fit of lofations as thorough as those in 
England have been. There is no probability 
that either gas or oil will be found there in 
commercial quantities. We will continue to 
depend upon America for our oil, and use coal 
insteadof gas.
